4 Andrew Johneon was born in Raleigh, 
N. C., 1808, lost his father whon only four 
years of age, aud atten was apprenticed to) 
4 tailor in his native place, with whom he 
served seven years, While learning’ Nis! 
trade, he resolved to make an effort to edu 
cate himself, and having gained a Kaw. 
ledge of the letters, he borrowed a book! 
which he had ofton heard read aloud. By| 
Peracverance ho learned to read, and on 
completing his apprenticeship in 1824, went} 
{o Laurens Qonrt Howse, where ‘lie waa 
employed usa journeyman for near) 
years, After wor king again for slakoet| 
lime at Ruleigh, in 1826, he set out to seek 
his fortiine in the West, taking with him 
hit mother, who was dependent upon him 
for support. He obtained work at Green, 
yillo,, ennesses ; remained there about 12 
mouths, married, afterwards went forther 
Westward, eventually settling at Greenville, 
where he commenced bneiness. Up to this 
time he had merely acquired a knowledge 
of reading, but under the instructions of 
his wife he learned writing aud ciphering, 
&o , ufler the labors of the day were over. 
The first office which he beld was that of 
Alderman of the village, to which he was 
elected in 1828 ; re-elected in 1829; and in 
1830 was chosen Mayor, which position he 
held for three years. In 1835 he was elect- 
ed to the Legislature, when he took decided 
ground against aschome of internal im. 
provements which he contended would not 
only fail, but entail upon the Stace a bur: 
denaone debt ; and on account of the course 
he adopted was defeated at thenext election, 
in 1837. He again became a candidate in 
1839, when many of the evils he had pret 
dicted having been folly demonstrated, he 
was clected by a large majority. - In 1840 
he served as Presidential elector for the 
State at large on the Democratic ticket, 
canvassing 4 large portion of the State, and 
confronting upon the stump several of the 
leading. Whig orators ; in 1841 he was 


elected to the State Senate, and in 1843 to 
Congress, in which, by successive elections, 
he served until 1853. During this period 
he was conspicuour and active in advocating 
the annexation of Texas, the tariff of 1846, 
and the war measures of Mr, Polk’s admin: 
istration. 1u 1853 he was elected Governor 
of Tennessee, and re-elected in 1855, after 
a severe contest, At the expiration of the 
second tenure of office as Governor, in 1857 
he was elected United States Senator for a 
full term, ending March 3, 1863. On the 
re-clection of Mr, Lincoln, as President, in 
the autuwn of 1861, Mr, Johoson was 
elected Vice. President, and after the assas 
‘nation of Mr, Lincoln, April 14, was sworn 
in as President, April 15. ‘he policy of 
{ Mr. Johnson, marked by a decided tens 
dency to treat the Southern States with 
clemency, 1uyelved him ip a struggle with 
Congress, which cuused iis impeachment ia 
1868, After his acquittal, Mr. Johoson 
whose power had been tuccessively limited 
by the Senate, persisted in vetoing the 
measures adopied by the Republican ma: 
jority in Congress for the reconstruction of 
the Southern States, till the eud of his 
term, March 4, 1868. On leaving the 
White House, Mr. Johnson returned to 
Tennessee, and, the same year, was thero 
defeuted az candidate for the United States 
Senate. . 
Last year Mr, Johnson was elected to the 
United States Senate from his native State 
by a Democratic house, aud has since made 
himself conspicuous as an enemy of the 
presen’ Administration and all other forms

and boast of triumph. Johnson knew all 
the fucts and yet he found it impossible 
to steer clear of the shoals that environ- 
ed him. His predilictions were with the 
confederacy and ulthough he must have 
kuown that the only safe course for him 
to pursue was to ullow time to work the 
changes indispensible to future unity, he 
exhibited impotence to draw the refrac- 
tory elements together and the result was 
his impeachment. On these pojnts a 
contemporary says :—* His conduct as 
“ President made him the object of the 
“most bitter political und personal at- 
“tacks, and he was in 1868 formally im- 
“ peached by the House of Representa- 
“tives. Tue vote upon his impeachment 
© stood 35 to 19, so that he was acquitted, 
as a two thirds votes was required to 
“conviet. On December 25th, 1868, 
“he issued a full pardon to everybody 
“who had participated in the Rebellion, 
“and on March 4th, 1869 he rendered 
“up the seals of his office to Gen. Grant, 
“ After being « candidate for the offices

“ successfully, he was elected to the Uni- 
“ted States Senate in 1874 by a small 
“ mujority, after a protracted session of 
“ balloting. ‘This office he held at the 
“time of his death. No public man

Among the applicants in this class wero 
severa] who had formerly obtained certifi- 
catez, valid in tho county for three years;

of the Depactment of Public Instruction, 
decided only to grant certificates valid only 
for one year frem the date of the examina:

tion for Second Class Provincial Certifi- 
cates, Candidates for County Certificates 
in the future will do well to make a tare- 
ful study of Currie’s text book on Educa- 
tion, and to make themselves acquainted 
with at least the sections of the School 
Law which define therights and. duties of 
public school teachers and trustees. They 
should also learn Collier's History and 
the geography of the British Empire, with 
the con:inents of Europe und America; and 
they are again advised by the examiners 
that it is simply impossible for them to de. 
vote tuo much time to the subjects of 
Arithmetic and Grammar, 

There was a marked improvemeut in the 
Grammar at the recent examinations ; but 
the Arithmetic is not yet quite up to the 
mark. For the future it will be even more 
necessary than before that cannidates should 
be well prepared in both of these subjects 
of vital importance, for the Board of Ex 
aminers has decided that, for in future, 
no Third Class Certificates will be granted 


sto any candidate who fails to obtain credit 


for at least forty per cent. of the value of 
each of the subjects of Grammar and Arith- 
metic; and to obtain, as before, at least 
one half of the aggregate in all the subjects.

Ano Indian Vandetta. 


A few years since, Returu Furemin was 
accused of killing, among othera, one Osage, 
while Foreman was 4 mémber of the Cher 
rokee Indians.

‘The Osage was ac- 
quitted on some technical point, and was 
shot twioo and his throat cut in April last, 


as is supposed, by J. ©. Lynch and Jeasic 
Foreman, a brother of Raturn Foreman. 
‘The Sheriff, in attempting to make the ar 
rest of Foremanon Friday, at his residence, 
near Weber's Falls, N. C,, was reading the 
warrant on the porch, when Fordman( 
sprung. axay from the Sheriff to a room in) 
the house, and, seizing his loaded gun, in 
the presence of his family was in the act of 
bringing it to bear en Sheriff’ Rogers, when 
that officer shot Foreman through tho 
breast, killing him instantly.

It is a very 
great advantage when a man has no wife to 

-  bothér him, no children to take up his time,no 

* household cares to worry him ; when, freo 
from all this, he can give up every moment of 

his waking hours to his work, and oxtend 
these hours as long as he pleases, without fear 

+ of being reproved by, those dependant on him 
“Yor injuring his health and shortening his life. 

. 9 Your Catholi¢’ priest, you seo, doesn't caren 
button how short his life is. The shorter it 

is the sconer will he enter into his reward, 

The happiest thing which can happen him is to 

be worn out quickly in the service ; and death 

in any shape, if it comes to him while he is 

engaged in the lino of his duty, is welcome. 
These thoughts are by no means new, but they 

are apropos of something I haye to say concern« 

ing Myr. Capel. Not that he is about to die, 

but that he is getting through with an amount 

of work which would be a burden for three or 

four ordinary mer, He, in the first place, is 

the rector of the new Catholic University, a

he is the director of the Catholic Public

now contains sixty boys, and yesterday it was 
trausferred to its now home, aplot of 

six acres Of ground in South Kensington, 
The head master of this school, which is de- 

signed exclusively for the sons of gentlemen 

is a learned convert from Oxford ; the other 
masters are graduates from the universities of 
hes Oxford, London, Paris and Heidelberg. The 
, . school is founded on the plan of the great 
, English public schools ; the boys live in small 

families, under the care of tutors ;\ especial 
attention is paid to the study of the modern 
languages, English history, mathematics, na- 

tnral science and the classics, Tho Right Rev 
Monsignor has also upon his hands the care of 

some primary schools ; he is the director of 

aconyent ; he does duty as one of the priests 
of the Pro-cathedral (he preaches thereor else: 
where eyery Sunday) ; and besides all this he ( 
finds time to carry on that work which firat 

made him famous—tho work of receiving con 
verts intothe church, There is anidea, I be. 
lieve, thatthe bulk of his converts are mom- 
bers of fhe aristocrany. This is a mistake. 
From one who knows Capel better than most 
people, I learn that he works as hard and 
toils as much for the salvation of a hod carrier 
as for that of alord, and that if aroll of those 
whom he-has received into the church was 
made out it would be tound to contain a very 
large portion of very humble people. Buty 
Unquestionably, he docs not refuse to receive 
& convert simply because he or aho bears a 
title ; and as the conversion or perversion of 
one person in society makes more noise than 
the winning over of a score of green-grocers 
or fis-mongers, we hear ofthe former and 
not of the latter.

Tr all this be true, it does seem a little 
strange that a person and subject so ut 
terly unworthy of notice and beneath 
contempt should receive such severe and 
long continued castigation at the hands 
of the Globe; and why should theories 
so utterly at variance alike with common 
sense and the welfare of Canada receive 
position and force by the very importance 
given to them by the Globe. Andon the 
other hand if, as the Globe says i— 
“ninety-nine hundredths of the whole 
population” aro in favor of British Con 
nection, what possible harm ezn be done 
in the premises ; why waste go much o 
its space, strength and influence in digsi- 
pating a bubble, which from its very na- 


ture must itself collapse from inherent 
weakness,

made with them, and till then the country 
was theirs, In consequence of their repre- 
sentations, he was forced to return with the 
machinery to Carleton, a small fort of the 
plain hunters.

Tho mob 
have mo under guard, Mr, Gilliland is 
missing this morning, but I cannot think 
harm has befallon him. God bless yon, 
my father, in your old age, and in Sam and 
his boy—in all your children—but, you 
know, John bears the namo, Bless him 
and his forevor, O my God! My love to 
all friende,; and I say Iam proud to be 
your son. There is no cowardice in me, 


God comfort you and keep you always ! ie 
am in this one respect like Him who died 
for all; Idie, if I must, for law, order and 
principle; and I stand alone, Your loving 
‘and troe and, I hope, in some respects,

It was in consequenco of these victories 
that they were named the Paris crew. On 
their return from the Seine they were rowed 
against and closely pressed by an [ndian: 
town crew; but.on the following year they 
gained fa great victory over the Indiantown 
four, In October, 1868, at Springfield, 
Mas3., they gave the Ward Brothers, the 
champions of tho United Stutes, a bad 
beating, reaching tho winning post fully 
Yoae minute in advance, The following 
_ year they were victorious at regattas on the 
St. aiach at Toronto and Niagara. 
On Soptember 15th, 1870, the Paris crew 
sustained their first and only defeat from 
the time of their receiving their title. They 
were matched against Jas, Taylor, Thomas 
Winship, John Martin, and James Ren: 
forth, England's champion crew. The 
race came off at Lachine and resulted. wo> 
favorably for tho Paris crew. Tho water 
had not been as smooth as desired by our 
boys; and St, John citizens who witnessed 
the contest offered to put up $4,000 to have 
another match made at once. Nothing 
was done until the following year, when 
Renforth, Jas. Percy, Robt, Chambers, 
and Harry Kelly, as the champions of Eng: 
and, met our men in a match cn the Ken- 
nebecasis. The St. Joba oarsmen were tho 
victors, but the sudden death of Renforth 
made them es downcast looking as the van+ 
quished.

_ Death of the Rev. A. J. Traver, 
M.A. 


It is with feelings of the decpest regret that 
we announce the death of the Rev. A J, Tra- 
ver, who for the past five years has been pas- 
tor of the First Presbyteriau Church of this 
town. Mr. Trayer breathed his last yesterday 
afternoon at fifteen minutes to four, after a 
lingering illness, the nature of which baffled \

The Rev. gentleman was born at Trenton, 
Ont., on the 26th of Jan., 1840, and was edu- 
cated at the Toronto Uniyersity, where his 
career wasa very brilliant and honorable 
one; he graduated with high honours. In 
the year 1867, he was ordained and inducted 
into the Presbyterian Church at Berlin, and 
in 1870, accepted a call from the First Pres- 
byterian Church of this town, where he re- 
mained watil the time of his death. Mr, Tra- 

ver wata brilliant scholar and aa elegant 
preacher as woll as a sincere and earnest 
christian, and deyoted himself with the great. 
est zeal to his’ master’s work. No better 
proof of his deyotedness to the work of 
Christ and the success with which he met can 
be had, than in the large increase in the con- 
Gregation over which ho ministered. When 
Mr, Traver accepted the charge of the Pres- 
byterian Uharch in this town in 1870, the 
number of communicants on the chusch roll 
was 130, since which time the number has in- 
creased to 260. Daring his residence in 
Brockvillo Mr. Traver by his amiable and

The Cincinnati Enquirer has a letter from 
4 passenger on boarda South Awerica 
steamer, Writing from San Salvador, un: 
der date of June 19th, the correspondent 
says ; 

‘After one day and two nights’ sailing 
we steamed into the harbor of Bahia just 
at daybrake yesterday morning. I say 
harbor of Bahia, but Aahia in Portuguese 
merely means bay, and the city’s real name 
is San Salvador, or the ‘Bay of all Saints.’

But all through the country it is called 
Bahia. _The bay is very Jarge, two rivers 
flowing into it from the upper end. The 
city is beautifully situated on the top and 
side of the hills. Just at the entrance 
of the bay stands St. Anthony’s :ighthouse, 
and below it a village with a good bathing 
beach. On the least populated side of the 
city the houses are almost hidden by the 
luxuriant trees, and you sce a window,a 
piazz1, peeping cutfrom the shade, or a 
church-tower looking forth. The same 
general chsracteristics as in the other Brazi- 
lian towns appear here—narrow streets, 
high houses, mostly of yellow or decaying 
white, with here and there an ornamental 
tiled front. We were drawn up the hill in 
an elevator 200 tect high—a powerful and 
safe looking construction, Once on the 
hill the air is pure and fresh, A line of 
steers carried us rapidly along for a mile or 
two, past somo very handsome houses,somo 
with marble fronts and some painted of the 
highest blue, through streets with hand: 
some shops,passed about six churchee,a con 
vent, and landed us just in front of an ho» 
tel. Here we took our breakfast—a delic 
cious Ono at that. Our table etoodin a 
bowling alley, just off the dancing piazza; 
and on eyery side of us grew some tree 
new to us. A large cocoanut, with the 
fruit gathered in a little group beneath its 
enormous leayes, a bread:fruit tree, a man: 
go! Rich hued flowers smiled in at us as 
we watched the lizirds climbing on the 
fence and wondering at the great ant-hills 
in the next plot. Beneath us were young 
vegetables growing. All this, and yet it is 
winter time here | We eat oranges of an 
immense size, with all the seeds gathered 
in a small yalye at the top, and bananas 
with the richest hue I eyer saw. And as 
wo eat, a shower of rain falls on the roof— 
but who would know Bahia withouta shows 
er? Onour return toward the town we 
visited two churches. Here, again, no 
seats—immense space, elaborate gilt and 
carving, and an altar of silver. One bore 
on it the date 1600, and the other, the Ca- 
thedral, was literally hung with black—the 
altar, the walls, and a large catafalque in 
the centre. They were preparing for a rey 
quiem mass for the Archbishop whose an 
niversary the next day would be. The 
market was not inviting-looking to me, 
perhaps because I do not recognize half the 
fruits und vegetables, and do not like the 
way the meatis cut; but itis said to be 
good. Little marmosets are one of the 
commodities, and the negro children let 
them walk all over thom, and there are 
plenty of negroes here, some dressed in 
embroidered robes, rich embroidery half 
way up tho skirts, a shawl ofa hundred 
hues, white satin slippers 5 stockings aro 
not a necessity. The dress of the women 
slaves is picturesque. Tavy nearly all 
wear turbans, 8 white upper garment, a 
colored skirr, witha shawl thrown ores 
one shoulder, aud coral bracelets on thei 
urme. The dress of the men is for the 
most part of coffee enoks, Bahia was the 
last place in this part of the world thas 
slaves were brought into twenty years go 5 
avd two years ago a law was made freeing 
all children born after the law passed. So 
slavery must pass out with this generation. 
Wo wacched a band of regular African 
slaves while waiting for the small boat. 
They seemed tubo the happiest and health- 
ieet looking people in the place. They were 
jabbering iu some kind of African dialect, 
and laughing like children, Theso poor 
‘Africans have a reputation of being x= 
tremely honost and trost-worthy. You 
can leave them to tako charge of anything. 
Stouling is unknown to them. They somo- 
times work in gange, divide the mony fairly 
and catry their shares to their masters 
who trust them in every thing, Tho ree 
putation ef thoeeborn hero is the reverse of 
this, Among tho blacks from Africa are 
gomo of the native Princes, and it is not 
‘ati uncommon sight to seo amon,carrying & 
Joad on his head stopped by othor negroes 
who kiss his hand, This is keeping UP

MA’S OLD BEAU. 


ASTORY OF DEED FORGERY, 


By Carl Brent. 

The recent revelations concerning deed 
forgeries, at a criminal trial in Chicago, 
have reminded me of an incident that oc- 
curred, a few years ago, in the vicinity of 
St. Louis, which seems to me to be worth 
reading. 

Clara and Mary Mervin, sisters and or- 
phans, were in the sitting room of their 
pleasant home on the edge of a villago near 
Missouri. heir mother had been dead 
several years ; their fathor had lately died, 
leaving them an estate, as they supposed, 
of the value of some forty thousand dollars, 
Bat they had learned quite recently that 
the property was incumbered to such an 
extent that they were likely to be deprived 
of it all. This discovery, as may be sup:

In reply toan address from the Greenock

After they died—after he was turned out on

Montreal Elections, 


_ Our neighbor is very much disposcd 
to scold the Supreme Court Judges of 
Montreal vecause they did not seo fit to 
decide upon the cases brought before 
them by the appellants against the seats 
.of Messra. Mackenzie and Devlin 
would have preferred. To faith, says 
our critic, had our own Judge Wilson 
occupiel the place of Judge Torrence 
Mr. White would have been seated and 
in like manner had Chief Justice Diaper 
heard the care against Mr, Devlin the 
lusty Irishman of Montreal would not 
only have been unseated but lie would 
have been disqualfied us well. It will be 
judged by the ordinary reader that these 
sasumptions of our neighbor are rather 
of the order of assumptions that have no 
substantial basis, {rom the simple fact 
that the circumstances in each case dif- 
for very greatly indeed from those of uny 
canes tried in Ontario by his favorite 
Judges. It is doubtless true that Judges 
differ very widely in their estimate of 
the law and the manner of its applica- 
tion ; but there is probably no mote dif- 
ference of opinion in regard to this Pur- 
liameutary enactment than any other. 
Judges seldom agroe in their interpreta- 
tion of the Statutes, or in the application 
of precedents whore precedents have been 
catablished. But it does not follow that 
either is right and the other wrong. 
Judge Torrence may be as good,as wise 
in the administration of the law,as Judge 
Wilton and it has never yet been assert 
ed that Judge Draper is infallable, ‘To 
have been right—nabsolutely—in the eycs 
of our contemporary it would only have 
beon necessary for Judge Torrence to 
have unseated the Reform Candidate and 
seated Mr. White.

The Conservative mercury rose again ;

wherever ic grows is subject to irritation. 
Mr, McKenzie was unseated for bribery 
by ugents, and strange as it may appear 
to those who read only Conservative 
prints, Mr. White was declaved ineligible 
to take the vacunt place om account of 
bribery by agents also, Mr, Judge Tor- 
rence has utterly lost the confidence of 
the Conservatives by those who long in 
spirit for the presence in Parliament of 
Mr. Thomas White, There is, however, 
one more chanco fur the white-haired 
boy.

To the Editor of the Ontario, 
T. B. Benrrey,

Dear Sin,—With regard to the errors 
and missstatements which formed a:consid: 
erable part of tho Auditors’ Raport, I 
stated in the Council that I supposed the 
Auditors were capablo of discharging the 
duties of the office, but from want af in« 
formation, or some other cause, the Re 
port was not what it ought to be.

80,0f adying as much. With regard to their 
letter of yesterday it is, I think, not ne- 
ceasary for me to say that a discerning 
public will quickly judge uf the motives 
Wiich prompted the writer of that letter, 
The Evil Oue could not have been far from 
his elbow ; but, of course, Croyar must 
haye his due and his price as well, no mat~ 
ter what Brutus said.
